By  this  means  they  have  maintained  one  of  the  choicest,  up- 
to-date  and  yet  concise  collections  in  the  country,  containing  only 
thoroughly  meritorious  varieties  selected  from  the  enormous  number 
now  in  cultivation.

Dahlias  are  simple  in  culture,  inexpensive,  and  certain  of  success  every¬ 
where  unless  overhung  by  trees ;  the  only  other  essentials  being 
deeply  dug  ground,  secure  and  early  staking  for  the  taller  sorts, 
ample  water  in  dry  weather,  and  an  occasional  application  of  our  special  Dahlia 
Fertilizer  and  by  these  easy  methods  a  long  and  beautiful  display  of  summer  and 
autumn  flowers,  elegant  of  form  and  varied  in  colour  is  assured.  Our  modern  rigid¬ 
stemmed  Dahlias  are  very  attractive  as  cut  flowers,  especially  the  Miniature  Paeony, 
Small  Decorative,  and  Star  Classes.  Dahlias  have  long  been  used  as  Border  plants, 
and  the  new  Mignon  and  other  Dwarf  kinds  are  admirable  also  for  bedding 
purposes,  as  effectually  demonstrated  in  the  Public  Parks  where  Dahlias  are  now 
probably  the  most  appreciated  of  the  many  subjects  used. 

How  can  the  Tubers  best  be  preserved  during  winter  ?  is  a  question  often 
asked.  In  light  soil  they  frequently  survive  the  winter  in  the  South  of 
England  if  left  undisturbed,  but  if  you  dig  them  up  about  the  end  of 
October,  be  careful  to  cut  off  any  damaged  roots,  dry  them  thoroughly, 
give  a  dusting  of  lime  around  the  bottom  of  the  old  stem  and  then  keep  in  a 
frost-proof  position  covered  with  dry  earth  or  ashes  until  April  (the  time  for 
planting  out),  or  to  start  in  boxes  or  pots  in  a  heated  greenhouse  in  March-

Cactus  Dahlias 


Despite  all  the  fresh  and  beautiful  types  of  Dahlias,  the  Cactus 
still  remain  very  popular,  the  elegant  formation  of  the  flowers 
with  their  long  narrow  florets  reflexed  at  the  margins,  producing  a 
very  beautiful  and  light  effect.  We  have  always  recognised  that 
the  weak  stems  of  many  of  the  older  sorts  of  Cactus  were  a  serious 
defect  and  have  endeavoured  to  include  in  our  collection  only  such 
as  are  erect  and  sturdy.  To  those  unacquainted  with  the  characteristics 
of  the  different  varieties,  the  following  collections  are  recommended.
